2. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art has 
shown a system of detecting, monitoring and reporting human physiological information 
comprising: at least two sensor devices of an accelerometer, a GSR. sensor and a heat flux sensor 
wherein derived data from at least a portion of at least two physiological parameters of motion, 
skin resistance to electric current, and heat flow of an individual wherein the derived data 
comprises a physiological parameter of said individual that cannot be wholly measured by any 
one of said accelerometer, said GSR sensor and heat flux sensor.
